Franken ready to get back to work 


Ending 8-day silence, senator says he can still be effective as crucial bills await.

Sen. Al Franken is embar- 
rassed, ashamed ... and ready 
to get back to work. 

For days, Franken has been 
out of sight — reflecting, he 
said, on his behavior and the 
accounts of women who say he 


groped and demeaned them. 

“T’ve let alot of people down 
and I’m hoping Ican make it up 
to them and gradually regain 
their trust,” said Franken, who 
broke an eight-day silence 
Sunday to talk by phone about 
what he’s done and what he’ll 
be doing next. 

For starters, he said, “I’m 


looking forward to getting back 
to work tomorrow.” 

But while the Senate debates 
Republican tax cuts and vets 
the Trump administration’s 
pick for Minnesota’s 8th Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals, Franken 
will face lingering questions 
about whether he can still do 
his job when many people now 


associate him with a grinning 
face in an ll-year-old photo, 
hands hovering suggestively 
over asleeping woman’s chest. 
Franken said he hopes his 
own experiences, and the eth- 
ics investigation he has called 
into his own behavior, will 
eventually make “a positive

GOP hopes 
to lure cash 
back from 
tax havens 


Success of plan relies on 
U.S. firms moving profits 
back home — but will they?

WASHINGTON - U.S. compa- 
nies booked 61 percent of for- 
eign earnings in just 10 low-tax 
countries in 2014, according to 
the Institute on Taxation and 
Economic Policy (ITEP). In 
five of those countries — Ber- 
muda, the Cayman Islands, 
the British Virgin Islands, the 
Bahamas and Luxembourg — 
American businesses claimed 
profits that exceeded the value 
of the nation’s gross national 
product. 

Anyone looking at tax 
reform now knows that Repub- 
lican majorities in the House 
and Senate hope to spark eco- 
nomic growth by cutting the 
US. corporate tax rate from 35 
to 20 percent. What they may 
not grasp is how much this 
strategy depends on coaxing 
corporations to change course 
on tax havens. 

Tax havens are countries 
that charge little or no corpo- 
rate tax. U.S. companies use 
legal accounting maneuvers to 
book money to them in order 
to avoid paying an estimated 
$100 billion a year to the U.S. 
Treasury, according to ITEP, a 
progressive-leaning research 
organization that analyzes the 
effect of current and proposed

FBI failed to 
warn targets of 
Russian hacks

WASHINGTON - The hack- 
ers’ targets: The former head 
of cybersecurity for the U.S. 
Air Force. An ex-director at 
the National Security Council. 
A former head of the Defense 
Intelligence Agency. 

All were caught up in a 
Russian government-aligned 
cyberespionage campaign. 
None was warned by the FBI. 

The bureau repeatedly 
failed to alert targets of the 
Russian hacking group known 
as Fancy Bear despite know- 
ing for more than a year that 
their personal e-mails were in 
the Kremlin’s sights, an Asso- 
ciated Press investigation has 
found. 

“No one’s ever said to me,

A day in the life of aSuper Bowl planner

Kyle Chank’s days begin with a brisk 


walk across downtown from his Loring Park 


home to his cramped office on the 12th floor 
of the U.S. Bank Building. 

The Minnesota Super Bowl Host Com- 
mittee vice president has a window but 
barely enough space for his own desk and 
chair. Bringing in a couple of visitors means 
maneuvering around the door and some 
metal shelving. 

As the vice president for operations and 
logistics, Chank’s job is to make sure every- 
thing works — from how fans get home 
from nightly concerts to how the town gets 
out from under a 3-foot snowfall on Super 
Bowl weekend. Every hour of his schedule 
has some mix of walking, talking and dis- 
secting maps and diagrams — all done with 
more urgency of late. 

“The game’s going to happen on February 
4th whether we're ready or not,” Chank said. 

The private, nonprofit host committee 
began with a single person in January 2015 
and has grown to 31 paid staff. NFL officials
